Conspicuous among such ser- 


vice is that created and put in op- 
eration by Indiana's state fire mar- 
shal law, which has now been in 
operation, with amendments, for ten 
years. 
• 


'jihc scope of 'tlie '.-service per- 


formed by the state (ire marshal 
and his staff, and its importance to 
the public welfare is realized by 
too few citizens. 
For . this rea- 


son, and because the cooperation of 
the citixeu is essential in (ire pre- 
vention measures, constant 
effort 


is made to acquaint the public with 
the work of this branch of gov- 
ernment, and to organize the citi- 
zenship 
in 
an 
every-day 
light 


against fire. Lectures and demon- 
strations are made at public gath- 
erings, 
Commercial, 
professional, 


and labor bodies, and schools and 
women's clubs are being organized 
into Permanent 
Fire 
Prevention 


Committees throughout the state.- 


Under the law all lire insurance 


companies licensed to do business 
in Indiana (except the home com- 
panies) are required to pay to the 
slate treasury senii-ii initially one- 
half of one per cent of t'heir gross 
premiums. 
These fees are credited 


to the state lire marshal's fund and 
wholly finance the operation of the 
fire marshal's otlice.

no levy on the tax payer for thi

The 


fees paid by the foreign,

resident, insurance corporations are 
in consideration of the benefits the;

The 'fire marshil's 
department 


performs manifold duties, and oper- 
ates in (he interest ot publi<- safe- 
ty in the hamlets and villages as 


we-!l 
as the cities. The marshal has 


no lijiht task i" enforcing all (he 
laws of the state and the cities and 
town-; for the prevention of (ires, 
governing the storage, sale and u-v 
of explosives and combustibles, ,]i- 
rtcting the installation, and '.'.ui'u- 
tenaiicc of fire alarm systems and 
lire extingiusliing apparatus, sup- 
pressing arson! and 
investigating 


the causes, origin and circumstan- 
ces ol! iiri's. He is required to car- 
ry on educational work throughout 
the state to secure the adoption of 
fire prevention measures by 
the 


people and to disseminate informa- 
tion relating to the subject of lire 
prevention. 
The marshal's staff is 


constantly making inspections, elim- 
inating fire hazards,'and directing 
the installation of safety devices. 


The results are tremendous when 


measured in the savings from re- 
duced losses and reduced insurance 
premiums, but are vastly more im- 
pressive in the saving of human life, 
that is thus brought about.
